and the neighborhood. Sometimes, 
under a thin overlay of normal 
behavior, he actually borders on 
the psychotic, in that he has lost 
his ability lo distinguish between 
the real and non-real, to distin­ 
guish right from wrong. 
All such 
children are in some kind of re­ 
bellion against a world they can­ 
not handle. 
Many of them are not 
welcome in recreational activities; 
they appear to be ‘poor sports,’ or 
clumsy, or shy, or overly hostile. 
The other children do not like them 
much; they may actively dislike 
them. Many delinquents know per­ 
fectly Hell .how other children feel 
about them and are sure they can­ 
not ever change that opinion. These 
just do not go to recreation pro­ 
grams at all. 
“Delinquency is not to be dealt 
with obliquely. 
It has to be met 
head on. Someone has to take the 
trouble—and trouble 
is what it 
takes—to find out what is ailing 
every single potential delinquent. 
Then someone has to work with 
the child and those around him to 
change the direction of his growth. 
This is hard to do, but the result 
(even with a high proportion of 
failure) is worth the effort. A per­ 
son who knows exactly what he is 
about can use a Little League, a 
Boy’s State, or a summer camp 
to locate and correct delinquent 
tendencies, if the potential delin­ 
quent happens to be present; but 
the activity itself will not do it. 
Delinquent youngsters are failures. 
They know it and everyone who 
knows them knows it. 
They are 
emotionally in a shambles. To im­ 
ply, through a recreation program, 
that the thing to do about the mess 
they are in is to forget it and ‘play 
ball like a man’ is sheer nonsense, 
and, of course, it does not happen. 
Baseball, for example, is fine, and 
ethically conducted competition is 
fine — for the great majority of 
healthy 
youngsters. 
They 
are 
ready to learn the lessons these 
activities offer, 
and are strong 
enough to deal with the minor frus­ 
trations that accompany them. 
“The delinquent child is not that 
strong. 
Someone has to pay him 
the compliment of respecting his 
troubles and dealing with them di­ 
rectly. Recreational activities can 
only provide an occasion, a meet­ 
ing place. 
They do not provide 
l ither tile prevention or the cure.”

No voter has had any choice of candidates in the General Election, since 
for all practical purposes they were all three elected in the primary. 


It has been stated that the votes show that in this District, we have no hope 
of electing two Representatives on the D?mocratic ticket. To prove this point, the 
legislative votes cast at the primary and general elections for Democratic Repre­ 
sentative and Republican Representatives are tallied and shows that the Republi­ 
cans have a majority. 
If we were to determine whether or not to run a candidate by taking the

A 
stone cross, framed against the 
bluffs along the lower reaches of 
the Illinois river near 
Grafton, 
commemorates their first step up­ 
on Illinois soil as the travelers pre­ 
pared to move up the river toward 
Lake Michigan and a shortcut to 
Canada.

Pere M aquette and its adjoin­ 
ing facilities offer just about the 
most complete vacation attraction 
in all of Illinois. In the park itself 
are a rustic, inviting lodge with 
air conditioned dining room, over­ 
night lodging both in modern lodge 
rooms and nearby stone cabins, a 
fine museum, scenic drives, hiking 
trails for both afoot and on horse­ 
back, fine picnic 
areas, 
public 
camp grounds and amazing views 
out over the Illinois valley from 
forested heights. 
The sprawling river affords a 
variety of recreational activities 
as it spread out over half a dozen 
back-water lakes and spills through 
several channels into the Missis­
